YARDS A PLAGUE SPO? 


JAMES MINNICK TELLS OF CRIME, 
‘DIRT, AND POVERTY THERE. 


Bureau of Associated Charities’ Agent 
at All Souls’ Church Suggests Needs 
to Purify the District—Chickens 
Cross River on the Crust—Cars Run 
Slowly to Avoid Accidents in the 
Smoke—Death in Clayholes—Asks 
More Free Baths. 


Crime, squalor, and poverty, as found in 
the Stock-Yards district, were discussed 
yesterday morning at All Souls’ Church by 
James Minnick, Superintendent for that ter- 
ritory for the Chicago Bureau of Associated 
Charities. Mr. Minnick also told what was 


“being done to ameliorate the condition of 


the unfortunate there. 

The speaker said: 

“We shall never have anything but pov- 
erty, and misery, and vice so long as present 
conditions exist in the Stock-Yards district. 
On Ashland avenue, from Fortieth to Forty- 
third streets, the smoke nuisance Is so ag- 
gravated that plants will not grow. Even 
grass will not thrive. A locality where the 
grass will not grow is hardly a 3 
place to bring up — 


dren grow up as 
them do. | 


ninth street is a place where filth almost 
defying description abounds. At that point 
the river is covered with a coating of putre- 
fying animal matter. so thick that chickens 
| Can actually walk across from one bank to 
| the other upon it. 


Danger in Smoke Nuisance. 
* Referring again to the smoke nuisance, 


the district often have to slow up while 
running through the smoke to avoid acci+ 
dents. On one street near my place there 
often have been days when I could see noth- 
ing two blocks away. 
There are no sewers, and no garbage 
boxes at many of the houses, and often 
where there are garbage receptacles they 
are merely wooden boxes, a violation of 
the law. 

“It isa peculiar fact that the worst tene- 
ments in the district were formerly owned 
by an Alderman. I am glad to say that 


now being improved. But when the Alder- 
man was the landlord they were utilized for 
the purpose of securing votes. Tenants 
were allowed to live in them rent EON, but, 
of course, they De expected to vote 
right.’ 

Among the Polish residents there are 
some of the worst examples of overcrowding 
which can be found in the city.“ 


Touches on Wage Question. 


The wage conditions were touched upon, 
and the speaker said that he thought that 
where the employer was amassing millions 
of dollars while the men working for him 
were working for 17 cents an hour, there 
was something wrong. 

I know of a 10-year-old boy who is work- 


the fifth grade. I have seen him at work. 
What hope is there for that child in the 
future? Without the education which would 
enable him to lift himself above these sur- 
roundings, doomed to the coarsest manual 
labor all his life, his future is indeed dark. 

But the worst of it is that he will be 
even more unable than his father before 
him to give his own offspring an adequate 
education and proper advantages. And so, 
too, with his children, and this pulling- 
down process keeps dragging these people 
lower and lower.“ 


Urges Enlargement of Free Baths. 

Among the efforts being made for the 
betterment of the conditions in that sec- 
tion were mentioned the enlargement of the 
free bath, the building of a swimming tank 
for the boys, the establishment of more 
libraries, the enlargement of the free 
kindergarten and nursery, and the estab- 
lishment of special parks. The speaker 
praised the work of the University Settle- 
ment along these lines. Most of all there 
was needed, in his opinion, personal work 
with the individuals and the families, by 
people who could inspire them with the de- 
sire to help themselves. 

In discussing the need of better bath- 
ing facilities Mr. Minnick said: 

There are sixteen shower baths in the 
free bath on Gross avenue. At first each 
bather was allowed thirty minutes. But 
this soon had to be cut down to twenty 
minutes, and two and three men and three 
and four boys are crowded together in each 
bath, so as to meet so far as possible the 
demand upon the institution. 


Death in Dirty Clay Holes. 

“Every year the clay holes claim their 
victims, because the boys have limited bath- 
ing facilities. They are filthy and unfit for 
bathing purposes. A swimming tank is ur- 
gently needed to keep the youngsters away 
from the deadly clay holes and to stop, in 
part, the harvest of death from that source 
‘each year. Some of those clay holes de- 
come festering sinkholes, filled with stag- 
nant water, upon which a scum of impurities 
forms. Imagine 4 child falling into one of 

these hoies, as they not infrequently do.” -

SLAIN IN TRAIN 


MAN WHO DEFENDS WOMAN FROM 
MASKED BANDITS SHOT.

Passengers of Two Sleeping Cars Are 
Awakened at Midnight and Com- 
pelled at the Points of Revolvers to 

Tield Up Their Money and Valua- 
bles—Posse Pursues the Robbers 
and a Lynching May Follow Their 
Capture. 


masked robbers, shortly before 1 o'clock 
this morning, held up the passengers in two 
Pullman cars on the Union Pacific train 
No. 4 and killed William J. Fay, one of 
Denver's oldest and best-known citizens, 
but who of late had lived at Anaheim, Cal., 
because he had the courage to defend a 
woman in an adjoining berth against the 
ruffian’s threats.

Conductor Faces a Revolver. 

The two men boarded the Union Pacific 
passenger at Limon Junction. They were 
told by Conductor D, B. Smith of the rear 
Pullman to get off at the next stop. Smith 
was soon after held up with a revolver and 
the men set about their work. The taller 
of the two carried a sack for the valuables, 

while the shorter one preceded him with a 
weapon and intimidated the aroused pas- 
sengers one at atime. They got well along 
without raising any disturbance, it is said, 
until they reached the berth of Mrs. W. D. 
Harger of Denver. Mr. Fay heard the dis- 
turbance that ensued. The first.robber was 
holding a revolver at the woman’s head and 
demanding her money. Mr. Fay quickly 
reached into his berth and drew forth his 
own revolver. 

- Notwithstanding Mr. Fay was counted a 
crack shot, his bullet went wide and the 
bandit turned upon him and fired two shots 
in quick succession. The first missed Mr. 
Fay, but the second struck him in the mouth 
and emerged from the back of his head, kill- 
ing him instantly. He fell backward into 
his berth, his feet hanging out upon the floor.

SET PIRES IN BVANSTON. 


INCENDIARIES ARE BLAMED FOR 
BLAZE THAT THREATENS LIVES. 


Wite and Two Children of a Non-Union 
Man Have a Narrow Escape trom 
Death—Marshal Thinks That an Or- 
gwantastion of Firebrands Is at Work 
and the Victims Declare That Union- 


ism Is Responsible—Last Suspected | 


Case One Week Ago. | ; 


A fire, supposed to be of incendiary origin, 
nearly cost the life of Mrs. F. E. Pelon and 
her two young children at 1621 Sherman 
avenue, Evanston, at. 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning. This is the second fire within a 
week, supposed to be of incendiary origin, 
and Fire Marshal Harrison says he thinks 
a band of incendtarſes is at work in Evans- 
ton.“ 

Pelon is ar non-union man and is employed 
as night watchman at the Century Bulld- 
ing, Davis street and Sherman avenue, 
where non-union labor. has been employed 
since the commencing of building opera- 
tions. He thinks union sympathizers started 
the fire. He has held his present position 
for five months and during this time there 
has been considerable bad blood between him 
and the union men, who have, hé says, taken 


every opportunity to annoy him. : 


Pelon’s home is a two-story frame struct- 
ure, two blecks from the fire department 
house. It had been covered with an fron 
mansard roof within the last week and in- 
terior improvements had also been made. 

The fire was discovered by J. C. Borne, 
who lives one door north. He aroused A. 
Patterson, the tenant on the upper floor, 
and then hurried to the engine-house. Pat- 
terson got his wife out of the building and 
then endeavored to arouse Mrs. Pelon and 
her two children. Unable to do so he broke 
in the door and found the three nearly gut- 
focated with smoke. He quickly carried 
them out and they soon revived. The fire 
department had meanwhile arrived and the 
fire was soon extinguished before the build- 
ing had been seriously damaged. Fire Mar- 
shal Harrisop stated that the mansard roof, 
which confined the flames, alone saved the 
building. : 

Pelon is positive that the fire was of in- 
cendiary origin, and he states that there 
was no fire in the store after noon Saturday. 

Borne, who lives on the second floor, said 
he had heard a great deal of noise in the rear 
of the house shortly before he saw the fire. 
Neither can give any cow to the identity of 
the incendiaries. 

C. C. Graham, a 3 member and 
former President of the Carpenters’ union, 
was seen at his house yesterday. He said 


that the union men could not be blamed for 


the fire. ‘* The men of the Evanston union,” 
he said, “are orderly citizens and they 
would not perpetrate such an act. I believe 
that a band of incendlartes is at work, but 
it is not composed of union men.” 

The other fire was that which caused a 
$10,000 loss to the Christian Science Church 
last Sunday morning.

WORD IS EXPECTED SOON. 


All Powers Join in Advance, 
Allies Having 30,000 Men 
in Their Army.

ENVOYS MAY STAY IN cITY. 


Washington, D. C.. Aug. 5.— [Special. 
Consul General Goodnow's latest dispatch 
gives the Chinese situation a brighter aspect 
than it has had for weeks. It was received 
at the State department today, and Mr. Adee, 
Acting Secretary of State, issued the fol- 
lowing statement concerning it: 

Consul General Goodnow, in a cablegram 
dated Shanghal, Aug. 5, which was received 
at the Department of State at 4 o’clock this 
(Sunday) morning, reports the receipt by 
Consul Ragsdale, at Tien Tsin, of messages 
from Minister Conger and the secretary of 
the legation, Mr. Squiers, dated July 21, to 
the following effect: : 

“* All well. No fighting since the 16th 
agreement. Enough provisions. Hope for 
speedy relief.’ 

“Mr. Goodnow adds that the Director ot 
Posts, Sheng, had, on the Sth, communicated 
to him an imperial edict, dated July 80, or- 
dering Jung Lu to provide an escort for the 
Ministers to Tien Tsin when the Ministers 
fix the date. The edict says the Ministers 
can receive messages not in cipher, but not- 


turned to some consuls on Aug. 4.” 
Surrenders to Hay’s Demand. 

This is apparently a complete surrender of 
the Chinese government and a complete 
victory for Secretary Hay, whage demand 
to allow Minister Conger to communicate 
with his government has practically been 
complied with. This changes the entire 
aspect of the situation, and future action 
will depend entirely on the character of the 
report made by Mr. Conger. 

The State department Officials are almost 
hourly expecting to hear direct from Mr. 
Conger. If he reports the Chinese govern- 
ment has done all in its power to give him 


protection the situation will be greatly sim- 


plified, but if, on the other hand, he says the 
vernment joined with the Boxers 


ations, then war is 
inevitable, as has a y been pointed out 
in these dispatches. 

It is known officially that the advance of 
the allied forces has begun, and it is more 
than likely they have met the force of 
Chinese troops believed to be near Yang 
Tsun. Notwithstanding stories of dissension 
among the international forces, it is known 
here that the troops of all the nations in- 
terested are working in concert and the for- 
ward movement is participated in by all. 


Allies Have 30,000 Fighters. 

The latest information here places the 
Japanese contingent of the allied army at 
17,000 men. The Russians have in the 
neighborhood of 8,000, the British 3,000, the 
Americans about 2,500 effective men, made 
up of the Ninth and Fourteenth Infantry and 
the marines. This force has in all proba- 
bility been reinforced by the Sixth Cavalry 
and Reilly’s Battery. The forces of France 
and Germany are small, numbering all told 
only about 500 men. Thus it will be seen 
a conservative estimate of the available 
force is about 80,000 men, most of whom 
are taking part in the movement. Because 
of the superior. number of the Japanese 
that nation holds the center of the line, with 
the Russians on the right and the British 
and Americans on the left. 

One unsatisfactory feature of Consul 
General Goodnow’s dispatch is the state- 
ment that plain dispatches to Minister 
Conger filed on Aug. 4 Were not delivered 
to him. It is believed here there has been 
some mistake about the faflure to deliver 
these dispatches. 

There is no disposition in official circles to 
charge the Chinese authorities with the 
failure to carry out the instructions of the 
imperial edict. Therefore it is believed that 
within a comparatively short time com- 
munication with Mr. Conger} will be secured. 
Then, of course, it will be possible to learn 
the wishes of Minister Conger and the other 
diplomats in Pekin on the subject of their 
delivery within the lines of the allied forces. 


Ministers May Refuse to Go. 

All the officials here concur in the belief 
that the Ministers will not leave the lega- 
tion compounds under escort of the Chinese 
unless the most absolute guarantee of pro- 
tection and safe deliverance is given by the 
imperial government. It is difficult to see, 
however, that a guarantee from the Chi- 
nese authorities could be obtained which 
would be satisfactory to the Ministers. 
Hence it is the impression here that the dip- 
lomats will prefer to remain in Pekin until 
the arrival of the internationals. : 

On the other hand, it is the opinion of some 
that the Chinese will do everything in their 
power to get the Ministers out of Pekin and 
start them toward Tien Tsin. If they come 
face to face with the advancing army of the 
allies the Chinese will endeavor, as a final 
move in their monumental game of bluff, to 
extort an agreement that the advance on 
Pekin be abandoned in consideration of the 
safe delivery of the Ministers. This is be- 
lieved here to be the plan of the Chinese, but 
of course it cannot be carried out without the 
consent of the Ministers unless force is re- 
sorted to, and no one here believes this 
course will be pursued.

CRISIS IS DUE TO RELIGION. 
Sydney Brooks Puts All Blame for the

— 


Ne York, Aug. 5.—[Special]—In dis- 
cussing the responsibility of missionaries for 
the present situation in China, Sydney 
Brooks, an English traveler, the son of a 
member of Parliament and an authority on 
far Eastern affairs, said today: 

„One of the first and most noticeable 
problems confronting the powers when they 
set about the work of reconstruction in 
China will. be the missionary difficulty. Per- 
haps it would be going too far to say that 
the present crisis is solely due to a revolt 
from the evangelical propaganda we have 
forced China to license. Missionaries may 
plead with some force that the political 
pressure of the west upon the east, the seiz- 
ure of Kiao-Chou, the alienation of Port 
Arthur, Manchuria, Wei-Hai-Wei, and the 
endless demands for ‘ concessions’ are the 


real occasion of this semi-national rising. 


But ‘we have to get down beneath the 
superficial and transitory causes into the 
permanent reasons for the Chinese hatred 
of foreigners. And that missionaries have 
a great deal to do with that is shown by the 
unanimity with which they and their con- 
verts are singled out for the first violence 
of attack.

PRIES? THLLS OF FIGHTS. 


FATHER MARQUET DESCRIBES IN- 
CIDENTS OF UPRISING. 


Boxers Claim to Be Invulnerable Ex- 
cept When Christians Are About— 
Catholic Communities Hold Native 
Hordes at Bay, Using Bricks for Mis- 
stles When Ammanition Gives Out- 
Many Missions Are Laid in Ruins 
and Converts Slain. . 


= 


New York, Aug. 5.—In a letter from the 
Rev. Father Marquet; the superior of the 
‘Roman Catholic missionaries in the Prov- 
ince of Chi Li, China, just received here, 
he says that at the beginning of the Boxer 
outbreak the Chinese authorities sought to 
protect the Christians. He teils how the 
native Christians fought against the Boxers 
and defeated them. | 

“The Boxers say that by the help of cer- 
tain incantations,” writes Father Marquet, 
“they become invulnerable as soon as the 
spirit to which they surrender themselves 
has taken possession of them. But when- 
ever a Christian is present or wherever a 
church stands the spirit, they say, does not 
descend upon them, and so they cannot be- 
come invulnerable. In fact, not far from 
the Christian establishment of Tchu Kin Ho 
(King Tcheou), three of those who had been 
initiated volunteered, after their incanta- 
tions, to be fired at. The first of them was 
instantly killed, while the others were 
wounded mortally. 


Blame Christians for Death. 

It was market day and the Boxers, afraid 
of losing their prestige before the people, 
proclaimed loudly that this was the fault of 
the Christians. They spread the news that 
neophytes had killed one of their adherents 


and wounded the others, and declared their | 


intention: of getting rid of the Christians, 
sacking their houses and burning their 


churches.” 
Of the beginning of actual trouble Father 


Marquet writes: 


With the exception of three communities, 
which, foreseeing what was about to hap- 
pen, had armed themselves, and two others, 
which were protected by pagan village chiefs, 
every Christian establishment at King 
Tcheou was sacked. At Leou Pa Tchoang a 
Christian who wanted to save his house was 
stabbed; then an inflammatory fluid was 
poured over his body and set on fire while he 
was still breathing. 

A few days later it was the turn of the 
Christian establishments of Pou Tceheng, 
Keao Ho, and Tong Koang. The district of 
Father Andlauer, the real hotbed of the 
Boxers, suffered most. 


First of all, the Christians were asked to 


apostatize, but, so far as is known, none did 
so, and every Christian community, with the 
exception of that of Fu Kia Tchoang, whose 
members had taken flight, was devastated. 


. Hurl Bricks at the Boxers. 


“A part of the new Christian establish- 
ment was destroyed. Father Heitsler was 
compelled to retire to Ou Kiao. The Boxers 
crossed the Imperial Canal, invaded his dig- 
trict, and effected a junction with the Box- 
ers of Cham Tong. Though surprised, the 
courageous Christians defended themselves 
‘valiantly till all their ammunition was gone; 
then, when there was no more powder left, 
they hurled bricks from the rooftop on the 
heads of the bandits. | 

“From Chenn Tcheou the Rev. Father 
Wilbur writes that already twenty-one es- 
tablishments have been plundered, and that 
he himself was in great danger. 

** Altogether forty-five Christian communi- 
ties were devastated, in which no religious 
service of any kind can be held. Should the 
soldiers which were sent to our help be re- 
called by events occurring on the seacoasts 
or at Tien Tsin we would again be at the 
mercy of these countless hordes.”

tion of the envoys in Pekin, if they are 
saved, may be due to the quick insight of a 


brainy New-Yorker. He is William N. 
Pethick, and he is a Chinaman by adoption. 
He has more influence with the Chinese of 
all classes, from Emperon to coolie, than 
any other alien in the Celestial Kingdom. 

It was Pethick who procured for Li Hung 
Chang the restoration of his yellow jacket 
and peacock plumes; he who dictated China's 
policy in the negotiations for peace with 
Japan; he who drew up the treaty. He has 
Iived in China thirty-five years, for twenty- 
five years of which, with two brief interrup- 
tions, he has been Li Hung Chang’s private 
secretary and confidential adviser in for- 
eign affairs. 

Pethick shares the imprisonment of the 
foreign envoys in Pekin, or if imprisonment 
has been followed by massacre, it is 100 to 1 
he has perished with him. His last com- 
munications with the civilized world before 
the veil of menacing silence was drawn over 
Pekin have a momentous interest at this 
time of uncertainty. | 

When communication by letter was cut off, 


Mr. Pethick succeeded in getting two tele- 


grams through over the wires of the Im- 
perial Chinese telegraph to his representa- 
tive in Shanghai. They report further out- 
breaks, and the last closes with his prom- 
ises to stand by the American Minister. 

Pethick was born in Brooklyn. For a year 
during the civil war he served as a private 
under Sheridan. He was.educated for the 
law, and as a mere youth acquired valuable 
business experience. 

When he went to China in 1865 he was 
not yet 20 years old. He was in the service 
of an English exporting house, having a 
branch in Pekin. The firm failed, but Peth- 


ick found other avenues of industry and re- 


mained. — 

Li Hung Chang is a judge of men. He 
made Pathick his secretary, and the Ameri- 
ecan’s grasp of international affairs made of 
him an extraordinary facile medium be- 
tween the orient and civilization. 

When Li Hung Chang lost his yellow 
jacket and peacock feather Pethick secured 
an audience with the Empress Dowager and 
secured the restoration of his patron’s hon- 


ors and authority.

_| first letter which has come here direct from 
the Pekin missionaries was received today 


by Mrs. Roberts of this city, wife of the 
Rev. Dr. James W. Roberts. The letter is 
dated Ta Shao Yehs, about seventy-five 
miles north of Kalgan, June 18, 1900, and 
Bays: 

“On June 6, Wednesday, Dr. Murdock, 
Mr. Williams, Chih I, and I left Pekin for 
Kalgan with two litters and three mules. 
The Pekin missionaries expected an attempt 
would be made in a day or two to massacre 
them. The same day, or about that, the 
Tungcho mission buildings were burned, and 
the missionaries took refuge in Pekin, in the 
Methodist compound. 

We arrived at Kalgan on Sunday. South

be burned by the Boxers that day. We had 
to go through the crowds to get into the. 
yard, and they yelled savagely. My only 
comfort was that the men had empty hands, 
no sticks or swords. In the evening an at- 
tack was made on our gate with stones, and 
another attack was made in the night. 

“Our chief fear was not because of these 
local troubles, but because the government 
had ceased to protect foreigners. The Wan 
Chuan Yamen In Kalgan was unwilling. Mr. 
Robinson and, perhaps, Mr. Norman of the 
English S. P. G. Mission was (or were) mur- 
dered at Yuang Ching Hsien, midway be- 
tween Pekin and Tien Tsin, on June 2.

NO ANARCHISTS, SAYS ALTGELD. 


The Man Who, as Governor of Illinois, 


Pardoned Haymarket Rioters, Thinks 
Talk of Anarchy Is “ Bosh.” 


— — 
Although the men who have 1 r 

murdered or 
attempted to murder European and Asiatic 
Sovereigns have avowed themselves as An- 
archists, and although Italians of Paterson. 
N. J., who call themselves Anarchists had 
approved their deeds, John P. Altgeld, former 
Governor of Illinois is as yet unconvinced of 
the existence of suchi a thing as an organiza- 
tion of Anarchists. According to him all the 
talk of the Anarchists is nothing but bosh,” 
and the red specter that haunts the monarchs 
of Europe is nothing but a shadow. : 

Former Governor Altgeld’s opinſon in re- 
gard to the Anarchists of America and 
Europe was delivered yesterday afternoon in 
reply to the question: 92 
What should the United States govern- 
ment do with the Anarchists?’ 

That question was asked the former Gov- 
ernor yesterday at his home at 3219 Dover 
Street by a reporter for THE TRIBUNE. The 
question as asked is still unanswered by the 
man who pardoned some of the Anarchists 
who took part in the Haymarket riot, but 
instead of answering the question former 
Governor Altgeld explained why he does not 
answer it. The reason is because the former 
Governor of Illinois does not believe in the 
existence of any Anarchists. 

“There is no proof of any conspiracy 
against the crowned heads of Europe,’’ he 
said, ‘and hence I am not wiling to say any- 
thing in regard to the Anarchists, if there 
are any.” | 

What are your reasons for believing that 
there is no plot against the crowned heads?” 
was asked. 

Wel, if there was one, there would not be 


was the reply. Then, too, it would be the 
monarchs who are. regarded as being espe- 
clally distasteful to their subjects who would 
be picked out for the first victims. King 
| Humbert was one of the good Kings. 

“All this talk about the Anarchists is noth- 
‘ing but bosh. The men who have tried to kill 
the Kings, and who have killed them. are 
nothing but irresponsible madmen. Their 
stories should not be believed.“ 

After he had made his explanation in re- 
gard to the Anarchists, Governor Altgeld 
was again asked what he would do with them 
if it were proved that they were responsible 
for the murder of King Humbert. The for- 
mer Governor remained silent. Other ques- 
tions in regard to the Anarchists were asked 
him, but he refused to say anything except, 
„ do not know.“ or “I refuse to say any- 
thing about the subject.” ‘ 

The views of the former Chief Executive 
of the State of Illinois in regard to Anarch- 
ists are regarded as being those of an expert. 
As Governor of Illinois and as a candidate 
for election and reélection to that office, Mr. 
Altgeld was looked upon as a friend by the 
Anarchists who were implicated in the mur- 
der of Chicago policemen. In fact, his candi- 
dacy was at all times supported by the Chi- 
cagoans who call themselves Anarchists, 
despite the fact that Mr. Altgeld does not 
recognize the existence of such a thing. 
After his election to office one of the first 
official acts of former Governor Altgeld was 
to pardon the Anarchists who were serving 
sentences in the Illfnois State Penitentiary. 


ANARCHISTS SELDOM MEET. 


Since the Haymarket Riot the Police of 
Chicago Have Vigorously Sup- 
pressed Their Gatherings. 


The incident of yesterday was but the sec- 
ond time that exponents of the red flag have 
attempted to draw attention to themselves 
by holding a public meeting since the Hay- 
market riot, on May 4, 1886. That event 
marked the apotheosis of the cult in Chi- 
cago. The first meeting after the Haymar- 
ket riot took place at Greif's Hall during the 
fall of 1891, at which time Lyman Lewis. 
then Inspector of Police at Desplaines Street 
Station. with a battalion of police and num- 
bers of plain clothes men, broke the gather- 
ing up. 

The Haymarket riot was the result of 
about two years’ local agitation of anarch- 
istic doctrines. During that time Lieuten- 
ant Seery, now at Harrison Street Police 
Station. attended a large number of So- 
cialist labor gatherings. but heard little of 
the anarchistic doctrine advocated, al- 
though numbers of those who made up the 
Socialist-Labor assemblages were found 
afterward to be identified with the An- 
archists. 

For months prior to the night of May 4. 
1886, the Arbeiter Zeitung, the Verbote, and 
the Alarm were full of inflammatory and 
seditious articles. The society the Lehr and 
Wehr verein held drills of armed men at its 
meetings. for the avowed purpose of getting 
the members of the society ready for a 
social revolution. This organization was 
broken up by the police, and further meet- 
ings at which armed men drilled were pro- 
hibited, 

On the night of May 4. 1886, a crowd of 
several hundred Anarchists and sympa- 
thizers gathered in the Haymarket square 
in obedience to a circular call. Six com- 
panies of police, numbering 174 men, under 
the command of Inspector Bonfield and Cap- 
tain Ward, assembled at the Desplaines 
Street Station, and at 10 o'clock marched to 
disperse the gathering. Captain Ward ad- 
vanced to a wagon on which stood Samuel 
Fielden and several others and ordered the 
people present to disperse. 

“We are peaceable,” shouted Samuel 
Fielden. His words were thought to have 
been a signal, as a moment later a man on 
the wagon rose, lighted a bomb, and threw 
it at the ranks of the police. 

A fusillade of shots followed from the 
crowd and the police returned the fire, Offi- 
cer Mathias J. Degan of the West Lake 
Street Station was killed outright, six others 
were fatally hurt, and sixty-six others 
wounded.

FATHER DENIS HAYES OPPOSITE 
OF BISHOP IN LES MISERABLES. 


Declares That He Will Prosecute 
Stephen Zavodny, Who Was Caught 
Stealing in the Parish House of the 
Church of St. Rose of Lima—Feels 

& That Thieving in the District Should 
Be Discouraged — Forgiveness a 
Damper for Palice Activity. 


The treatment of the good Bishop to Jean 
Valjean in Hugo's masterpiece, Les Miser- 
ables, is not the fate to be meted out to 
Stephen Zavodny, a Polish tramp, captured 
in a position resembling the one pictured by 
the great French novelist. . Zavodny was 
caught by Policeman Nugent of the Twen- 
tieth Precinct Police Station while ran- 
sacking the parish-house occupied by Father 
Denis Hayes of St. Rose of Lima Church, 
Fopty-eighth street and Ashland avenue. 
Zavodny, after forcing a fly screen and open- 
ing a window, had entered the basement and 
helped himself to some cold meat found in 
an icebox. Paying no attention to some sil- 
verware lying conspicuously on a sideboard, 
he pocketed a few ornaments and a purse 
containing less than $5, and was about to 
leave the place when arrested by the police- 
man. 

In lieu of sentimental forgiveness Father 
Hayes believes that punishment befitting 
the crime is merited, and he will appear ina 
police court this morning to prosecute the 
culprit for burglary. 


Prosecution Instead of a Gift. 


No silver candlebra will be presented with 
a blessing to the evildoer. Instead a stern- 
faced prosecuting attorney will present to 
a magistrate an arraignment showing why 
Zavodny should be sent to the Criminal 
Court, and there show cause why he should 
not be imprisoned for an indefinite number 
uf years in the penitentiary. 

However, no spirit of malice actuates the 
priest, nor has he any desire for retribution 
on the person of a despoiler of the property 
of the church. The amount of money and 
property appropriated by Zavodny was less 
than $10. But for many years Father 


Hayes has been troubled by thieves, who seem 


to follow him with systematic malevolence. 
Humanitarianism as exemplified by the 
French Bishops has failed: to remedy 
the matter. Muscular Christianity has met 
with little better success, and now Father 
Hayes has taken recourse to the law's 
attain relief from 


his tormentors. 


Rebels Against Repeated Raids. 


Father Hayes said yesterday: 

“This is the fifth attempt made to rob 
me in several years. In one instance the 
thieves were successful, securing a good deal 
of money.“ 

The poor box of the church has been 
robbed repeatedly. In one attempt on it I 
caught the thief, who was in a way half- 
witted. I spoke to him and tried to-convey 
to his mind the enormity of his offense. I 
thought my effort successful until one month 
later I detected the person in the same of- 
fense. My stock of patience was exhausted 
and I handled him pretty roughly. Still, I 
later discovered that he continued his prac- 
tices until arrested by the police. 

„This Zavodry, I imagine, is much the 
same kind of man. Though fully equipped 
with rubber soled shoes and skeleton keys 
he passed by valuable silverware and pur- 
loined stuff which was of little or no value 
to him. The police inform me that he is 
wanted by them for many similar robberies. 
Now, while eur faith teaches charity to all, 
I think it charitable to the greatest number 
to put this fellow safely behind the bars. 
In an asylum if demented; if not, then in 
the penitentiary. 


“The man has no one dependent on him, 


consequently no one will suffer and the 


public will be benefited.” 
Will Be Tried Today. 


Zavodny will be placed on trial before Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald at the Nineteenth Precinct 
police court today. Burglars’ tools and 
other implements were found in his posses- 
sion when arrested. He has been recognized 
by many persons in the vicinity as having 
been seen prowling about residences after 
nightfall. Many houses and small stores 
have been robbed recently, and it is éxpected 
that many witnesses will appear against 


Zavodny.

TIRES INTO CROWDED CAR. 


| TEAMSTER SHOOTS A MOTORMAN, 
IMPERILING MANY LIVES. 


Compelied to Turn Out of Track in Chi- 

 @ageo Avenue, Driver Sends a Bullet 

‘Through an Open Car in Which Are 

Fifty or More Persons—Passengers 

Are Thrown into a Panic, but None 

Is Injured — Man Makes His Es- 
cape. 


The lives ot fifty or more persons, pas- 
sengers on an east-bound Chicago avenue 
trolley car, were imperiled last night when 
an angry teamster fired his revolver at Mo- 
torman August Olson, who had compelled 
him to turn from the car tracks. Only one 
shot was fired by the teamster before he had 
been seized by two men who were sitting 
beside him, but the firing of the one bullet 
was enough to thoroughly scare the pas- 
} Sengers on board the car. Many of them 
tried to leave the car and some succeeded, 
but the crowded condition of the car pre- 
vented many from jumping to the street. If 
it had not been for that some of the pas- 
sengers would probably have been injured, 
as the car was running at a high rate of 
speed in order that the passengers might be 
taken out of the range of the revolver. 


Obstructs Car’s Passage. | 

It was 9 o'clock in the evening when trolley 
car No. 5,629, approaching Robey street, 
came up with a wagon which was being 
driven along the tracks in the same direc- 
tion. For some time Motorman Olson rang 
his bell in vain, endeavoring to have the 
driver of the wagon in front of the car turn 
out. Finally, becoming impatient at the 
teamster, he commenced to yell at him. 
Then the driver turned out and the car went 
ahead. As the front of the car was level 
with the wagon Motorman Olson noticed 
that the driver of the wagon had passed the 
reins to one of two men who were sitting 
beside him and was holding a revolver in 
his hand. As the car forged ahead of the 
wagon the teamster leveled the revolver at 
Olson’s head. Olson drove the car forward 
at full speed. It was already some few feet 
from the wagon when the driver fired. The 
bullet passed diagonally through the open 
car a foot over the head of the passengers. 
Then as the driver of the wagon attempted 
to fire another shot the two men who were 
with him struggled with him and 
took the revolver away from 
him. They then drove the wagon south 
on one of the streets intersecting West Chi- 
cago avenue, 


PDassengers in a Panic. 

While the men on the wagon were strug- 
gling with the driver for the possession of 
the weapon the passengers in the car were 
trying to make their escape. They had no 
clear idea of what had happened, but knew 
that the shot had been fired at the car, and 
that they were being made targets. Some 
few of the men sitting on the outer seats 
jumped from the car while it was in mo- 
tion, but the rest of the passengers were 
unable to leave the car. They struggled 
for a few moments to get out, but finally 
were quieted by the efforts of the conductor 
and a few of the cooler passengers. The 
majority of the passengers were women. 
The car was crowded with people who were 
leaving Humboldt Park. The driver of the 
wagon escaped. At the time of the shooting 
there were no policemen in the vicinity, 
and no report ot the occurrence was made 
until the car reuched the terminus of the line, 
at Chicago avenue. ‘There Motorman Olson 
told the story. He was unable to give any 
description of the man who had done the 
shooting and only a vague account of the 
appearance of the wagon. He declared, 
however, that the wagon was empty, and 
that the teamster would have had no diffi- 
culty in turning from the traczs if he had 
desired to do so. The passengers who were 
sitting on the front seat of the car, and 
who were able to see the wagon, said the 
same thing. 


LITTLE VIRGIL DAWSON 
SHOWS THE POLICEMEN 
2 HOW TO BREAK JAIL. 


Lieutenant O’Brien Puzzles Over Escape 
of a Small Prisoner and Gives the 
Boy His Freedom for Telling How It 
Was Done. 


Lieutenant O’Brien suspended the usual 
routine of police business at the Cottage 
Grove Avenue Station yesterday. A pris- 
oner had mysteriously escaped from his cell 
and disappeared on Saturday night. The 
bars were all in place, the door was securely 
bolted and barred, the walls, floor, and 
celling were intact, but the bird had flown, 
leaving no clew. On Saturday night Virgil 
Dawson, 16 years of age, was arrested on 
a charge of stealing papers from some news- 
boys in Eighteenth street. Yesterday morn- 
ing Dawson was nowhere to be found; no 
means of escape could be deciphered, and 
none of the other prisoners knew ofit. Late: 
in the afternoon Detective Breternitz saw | 
Dawson playing ball in Archer avenue and 
arrested him. 

My boy,” said Lieutenant O’Brien when 
the recaptured prisoner was returned, “I 
will give you your freedom if you will tell 
me how you escaped.” 

The lad's eyes beamed acceptance of the 
bargain and without a word he led the way 
to the cell and allowed himself to be locked 
up.

The policemen looked askance from the 
overgrown boy to the space beneath the 
door, which was exactly five inches high. 
Dawson threw himself on the floor and with- 
out any difficulty slid under the door. Then. 
he showed how he had made his way over 
the cells, out of a window, and down a rope 
to the ground. Lieutenant O’Brien pushed 
the boy playfully out of the station, but 
immediately dispatched a letter to Chief 
Kipley urging that the cells be reconstructed.

James Brady Risks His Life to Save 
Two Women Driving in Fifth Ave- 


nue at Maywood—Animal Checked 
Just in Time. 
Two women who were riding through the 
town of Maywood yesterday wane’ saved 
from serious injury and perhaps death 
through the courage of James Brady, who 
resides at 684 Twelfth street. The womeri 
were driving down Fifth avente when their 
horse became frightened and started off at 
a gallop toward the tracks of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railway. The occupants 
of the buggy attempted to stop the horse, but 
were unable to do so, and it dashed on to- 
ward the railway crossing, where, if it had 
not been checked, it would have been) struck 
by an express train which was going west 
at the time. Brady was on a wheel, and 
as soon as he saw that the horse was not 
under control he started forward to catch 
the animal. He succeeded in reaching the 
bridle of the horse, and, letting go of his 
wheel, he clung to the horse’s head and was 
dragged about 100 feet before the horse was 
stopped.

“BLIND PIGS” ARE 
DRIVEN T0 COVER. 


Forced Activity of the Police 
Operates to Make the 
Keepers More Cautious. 


HARD TO GET A DRINK. 


Men Who Have Worked Against a 
Illicit Saloons Tell 
About Them. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE TRADE. 


The Hyde Park police, forced into ab- 

| tivity by the Hyde Park Protective associa- 
tion, have closed practically every “ blind: 
pig in the district. If any are doing busi- 
ness they are operating in an exceedingly, 
secretive manner. Efforts made yesterday 
to get a drink in many of the places where 
little skill was required to be served be- 
fore the police were poked up resulted in 
failure, 

A “blind pig is a place ostensibly de- 
voted to the sale of drugs, groceries, tobacco, 
candies, or anything not prohibited by law, 
but in reality a cloak for the retailing-of 
' intoxicating liquors where such business is: 
without the pale of the law and against the 


peace and dignity ot a commonwealth. They’ 


are common to all States, communities, and 
cities where prohibition laws are in force. 
although they are known by different names 
in different places. In Chicago these un- 
licensed places are blind pigs’; in Kansas 
they are “joints.” In appearance, however, 
and in the matter of rules governing admis- 
sion to them, they are alike everywhere, 


Agitation Makes the Beast Shy. 

Arthur Burrage Farwell, Secretary of the. 

Hyde Park Protective association, says, 
owing to the agitation for the enforcement 
of the law, there are fewer blind pigs 
in Hyde Park at present than there has 
been in seven years. A blind pig in 
Hyde Park for strangers is generally mys- 
terhously guarded by devious windings, se- 
cret passages and doors, codes of signals, 
and various other difficulties. There are 
certain signs connected with the operation of 
“blind pigs as plain to the observing per- 
son as the indications of water are to a 

these is the daily gather- 
ing in the vicinity of the place of those 
persons who find out and patronize them. 

The neighbors get their first tip, generally, 
from the frequent visits of the brewery 
wagon. 

The keeper of a blind pig is nearly 
always a man of deflant demeanor and of 
independent air. When he has a grocery, 
tobacco shop, confectionery, or dairy in 
front it is noticeable that he makes small 
effort to build up his business, or his blind.“ 
His vegetables may be wilted and of inferior 
grade, his tobacco old and musty, his candles 
stale, and his milk thin and sour. If a cus- 
tomer complains he scowls and talks back, 
belittling the customer’s judgment and 
evincing no desire to please. The fewer cus- 
tomers he gets in the front of the store the 
more he can accommodate safely in the 
back—and the profits in the back are greater 
and no goods to deliver. 

Expert Describes “ Blind Pigs.” 

Secretary Farwell has been fighting the 
“blind pig keepers for years. He is fa- 
millar with their methods, past and pres- 
ent. It is amazing and almost beyond be- 
let.“ said Mr. Farwell yesterday, the 
amount of trouble these blind pig keepers 
will go to in order to carry on their busi- 
ness. I have known men to fit up fake 
drug stores, furnishing the front with bot- 
tles of colored water, and using the rear 
rooms, or probably a house, in the rear, as 
a saloon. It is no less astonishing to note 
the discomfort men will uncomplainingly 
put up with to patronize these places. There 
* a woman who formerly kept a blind 
pig in this district. She was in the busi- 
ness several years, first in one place and 
then in another. She made a pretense of | 
keeping a delicatessen store. There was a 
curtain dividing the front from the rear, 
and in the rear room was a big refrigerator, 
such as breweries furnish. It would hold 
many dozens of beer bottles. Customers 
were served in an adjoining room and were 
not even provided with glasses. That was 
the rule in.several places. I went into a 

place on Cottage Grove avenue, near Forty- 
fourth street, once and found at least fif- 
teen men drinking beer om bottles in a 
bare room. There were nd tables or chairs, 
and no place to put the empty bottles ex- 
cept the floor. I also went into the piace 
kept by William Dunning, in the rear of 
4313 Cottage Grove avenue, not long ago. 

The place was divided into four rooms. The 
store room was in one and the drinking 
was done in another. I saw about thirty 
men in the place, sitting at tables. drinking 
beer. When they emptied the bottles they 
threw them on the floor, and it was littered 
with them. It was in this place that one 
of our’ detectives caught Patrolman Pur- 
cell. He was coming out 6f the room where 
they kept the beer, but he says he did not 
see the.men in the next room drinking. 

Keepers Have Great Ingenuity. 

Some of the blind pigs’ are kept in 

barns. There was one in a house on Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, near Forty-sixth street, 
which had an elaborate system of defenses. 
The house stood far back from the street, 
with a tall billboard in front. There was a 
door in this board known to the initiated 

which opened upon a path that wound in and 
out between the houses around to the back 
door of the blind pig.’ This place was fitted 
up with a revolving bar, into which a cus- 
tomer dropped the price of the drink: he 
wanted through a slot and received his beer 


or whisky. 

“They are icular about the people 
they admit. ost of them have a code of 
signals comprised of knocks. Others do 
business entirely through friends. Such 
‘blind pig’ keepers will not sell to any one 
who has not been introduced by a person 
he knows and who is not recommended as 
‘all right.’ These friends are remarkably 
loyal to the salaonkeepers. A faw days ago 
one of our detectives was going in with a 
friend of a ‘ blind pig’ keeper. When near 
the door the pilot suspected something and 
insisted upon searching our man to see if he 
had a star. Finding none he was satisfied. 


Saloons Are Not Genuine “ Pigs.” 


“A place where nothing but intoxicatl sg 
liquors is sold cannot be called a blind pig.“ 
Although such places are run in violation of 
the law, many of them with no pretense at 
secrecy, they are merely saloons. * Blind 
pigs’ are stores with a stock of goods of 
some kind in front. They are harder to lo- 
cate and to suppress than mere saloons,” 

Other people living in Hyde Park say it 
formerly required little beyond an ordinary 
amount of cleverness and money to get all 
one wanted to drink there. Winks and nods, 
even coughs of a certain kind, were em- 
ployed, they say, but in most of the old 
places a stranger who looked harmless and 
did not appear inquisitive could get along 
well enough. During the last two weeks, 
however, they say, pig keepers have be- 
come scarce, and those who are left are shy 
and suspicious, and serve only their old cus- 
tomers and friends.

HOODLUMS DISRUPTA 
TOWN AND ARE BEING 
PURSUED BY TROOPS. 


Followers of Circus Assault Sheriff and 

Deputy, Break In Jail, and Liberate 
Their Fellows and Flee on Special 
vernor Wires to Hold Cars. 


St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—On 
Governor Lind's arrival at Mora, Minn., at 
3 o’clock this morning, he found a long mes- 
sage stating that the men connected with 
the Syndicate cireus had assaulted and al- 
most killed the Sheriff and his deputy who 
sought to execute the law at Cass Lake. 
Subsequently, the message said, when ar- 
rests were made for the assaults, the 
whole circus mob, some fifty strong, at- 
tacked the courthouse and jail, broke down 
doors and windows, and liberated the pris- 
oners. The Cass Lake people added that 
the circus was at Virginia, in St. Louis Coun- 
ty, and would be at Hibbing tomorrow, and 
closed by asking for assistance. 

The Governor immediately directed- the 
Sheriff of St. Louis County, of which Duluth 
is the county seat, to aid the Cass County 
officers to make the arrests, and authorized 
him to call on the National Guard for as- 
sistance. 

The circus people, for some reason, aban- 
doned the Hibbing exhibition, and, securing 
a special train, started for West Superior 
this afternoon. A-delay at Cloquet, Minn., 
on account of a washout enabled the officers 
and the Governor to learn of the movements 
of the train. 

The Governor immediately wired Division 
Superintendent Philbin that the circus train 
stalled at Cloquet carried fugitives from 
justice, and directed that the same be held 
until officers arrived with warrants. | 

Three companies of the Duluth militia, 
under Major F. H. Bidwell, immediately 
upon receipt of the Governor's orders, left 
for Carlton to capture the manager of the 
show and all accused of complicity.

coincide with the views of other members of 
the committee & not.“ | 


Walsh Argues the Case. 


It is known that some of the big leaders 


disapprove of Mr. Bryan again following the 
course pursued by him in the last contest. 
They claim that it detracts too much from 
the dignity of a Presidential candidate to go 


traveling the country over and speaking at 


every station. To that general objection is 
added the further argument that while there 
Was some justification for the plan carried 
out in 1806 there is no excuse for it this time. 
They say the people have seen Mr. Bryan 
and heard him; that they know enough about 
his appearance and his style, and, therefore, 
a speech on any question delivered by him 
at his home will have the desired effect. But 


Mr. Walsh insists that Bryan’s presence be- 


fore a crowd, his magnetism, and his voice 
are elements that have an invaluable infiu- 
ence and that carry conviction to thousands 
of voters who would not be thus moved by 
reading a speech.

POLICEMAN 
BY JOHN G. SHORTALL 
FOR CREMATING DOG. 


President of the Humane Society Says 
No Action Will Be Taken Against 

Hing, but Thinks Patrolman Ought 
to Have Revolver Taken Away. 


Policeman John King of the Harrison 
Street Police Station, who cremated a sup- 
posedly rabid dog in the firebox of a Chicago 
and Grand Trunk locomotive, after impaling 
it with a freight handler’s hook, on Satur- 
day, and the other participants in the af- 
fair, were criticised harshly by President 
Johh G. Shortall of the Humane society yes- 
terday. 

After running amuck through the freight 
house at Twelfth street and Plymouth place. 
and badly frightening the clerks, the animal 
‘was chased, fired at with revolvers, and 
struck with heavy sticks, and. after it had 
been beaten into a half-conscious state, it 
was impaled by Policeman King and thrown 
into the firebox of a locomotive, the fireman 
opening the doors for the purpose. 

It was brutal, disgusting,’ was the com- 
ment of President Shortall yesterday. “I 
wonder that men, with God-given hearts and 
brains, could perform such an act. I cannot 
condemn too strongly those who fired the 
shots at the animal. I understand their 
guns were emptied and not one shot struck 
the poor brute. Why do those people carry 
revolvers if they do not know how to use 


them? 
“The Humane society will make no effort 


to prosecute the case. The action was un- 


doubtedly impulsive and unpremeditated, 
and there would de little possibility of se- 
curing the conviction of any of the partici- 
pants. The fittest punishment for such men 
is to leave them to commune with their own 
consciences.” 

Chief of Police Kipley refused to express 
an opinion. 

“The affair has not yet been brought to 
my notice officially,’ he said yesterday. “I 
believe the account has been greatly exag- 
gerated, but I will investigate the matter 
later on.“

of the State. The deposits in 1803 amounted 
to $42,151,434, and four years later, at the 
end of President Cleveland’s term, they were 
$45,442,804, an increase of $3,291,450 for the 
period. But on June 30 of this year the de- 
posits were $91,147,066; having doubled dur- 
ing the administration of President McKin- 
ley. Of the deposits $58,208,011 are in the 


Savings banks, and hence, presumably, are 


the savings of people in moderate circum- 
stances. As a result of the increase in 
amount of money in the hands of the people 
there has been an increase in the number of 
banks, the State and savings institutions 
having increased by thirty-eight during the 
last year, in spite of the opportunities held 
out by the recent amendments to the na- 
tional banking act. The report of the State 
Banking Commissioner of Michigan shows a 
similar condition of prosperity. The aggre- 
gate deposits in the State banks is $152,920,- 
507, an increase of $50,778,603 over 1896 and 
of $12,446,927 over a year ago.

INCONSISTENT DEMOCRATS. 

It Mr. Alschuler, Democratic candidate 
fot Governor, intends to repeat during the 
campaign the speech he made at Peoria last 
Wednesday there are certain inconsistent 
statements in that part of it dealing with 
the Philippines which should not be allowed 
to remain in bis speech. 

In one place Mr. Alschuler says that “a 


pines wagitig in. those territories a war of 
conquest carried on by the President of the 
United States without so much as the sane- 
tion ot Congress, which, when the consti- 
tution was in flower, aloue had the war-de- 
claring power.“ Mr. Alschuler's state- 
ments are woefully inaccurate. The acqui- 
sition of the Philippine Islands was made 
with the concurrence of both branches of 
Congress. The Senate ratified the treaty 
with Spain which transferred the title to 
the islands to the United States, and the 
Senate and House united in appropriating 
the $20,000,000, the payment of which to 
Spain was provided for in the treaty of 
Paris. The United States having title to 
the islands no war of conquest can be 
carried on therein. The various wars 
which the United States has had with 
Sioux, Apache, and other Indian tribes 
within its territory have not been “ wars of 
conquest.” Congress has not declared war 
on the. Filipinos because they are subject 
to the jurisdiction of the United States. It 
has made provision, however, for the em- 
ployment of soldiers to put down an insur- 
rection in Luzon. | 

But if Mr. Alschuler, who is an honest 
man, did not believe the President was 
actually waging a “war of conquest ig 
without the consent of Congress he would 
not say so. A nian viewing the situation 
as he does can see only one course to pursue. 
That is to withdraw those troops which 
are engaged in an unjust war and to make 
apologies and amends for whatever inju- 
ries have been inflicted by them. This does 
not seem, however, to be the policy which 
Mr. Alschuler favors. He says in an- 
other place in his speech that we should as- 
sure the Filipinos that “ we are not criminal 
aggressors, but an honorable nation: that 
“ we intend only to establish stable govern- 
ment and to guarantee them protection 
from the land pirates of Europe; and that 
we should ask them to give us back “ our 
$20,000,000 with interest,” or one or more 
of their islands as a naval station. 

Is not Mr. Alschuler paltering with his 
precious conscience when he proposes that 
the United States, which, according to him, 
has no business in the Philippines, shall in- 
sist upon staying there to give the inhab- 
itants a stable government when, if they 
are or ought to be an independent people, 
they should be allowed to make a govern- 
ment for themselves and not have one im- 
posed on them by outsiders? And if Mr. 
Alschuler thinks a war of conquest has 
been waged in the Philippines for over a 
year, does not he think it would be play- 
ing it low down ” on the Filipinos to exact 
$20;000,000 ot them as a consideration for 
ending that war? 3 
Mr. Alschuler may plead that the plat- 
form of his party is as inconsistent as he 
himself is. So, indeed, it is. The plat- 
form sets out by asserting that there has 
been à war of criminal aggression against 
the Filipinos,” and that the United States 
has been put in the position of “ crushing 


allies to achieve liberty and self-govern- 
ment.” Elsewbere it is said the United 
States should promise the Filipinos that it 
will give them a stable form of govern- 
ment and then independence. If the Dem- 
ocrats really think a war of criminal ag- 
gression” has been waged against the 
“former allies” of the United States the 
first thing they should promise to give the 
Filipinos in the eyent of Democratic suc- 
cess would Be independence. Having that 
they would be free to establish for them- 
selves the kind of government that suited 
them. 

The Democrats, however, propose that 
the United States shall establish a stable 
government for the Filipinos. It is to be 
the judge, therefore, of the kind of govern- 
ment the Filipinos should have. If it takes 
Congress and the Executive some years to 
settle that interesting question the Filipinos 
will not get their independence soon. 
Where in the constitution or the Declara- 
tion of Independence do the Democrats 
find the right of the United States to be the 
judge of the stability of a Filipino govern- 
ment? \ 

If the Democratic party is in earnest in 
its chatter about “ criminal aggression in 
the Philippines there is but one course it 
can pursue consistently if put in power. 
That is to withdraw the American soldiers 
and let the Filipinos resume their inter- 
| rupted efforts to achieve self-govern- 
ment.” Nothing less than this will satisfy 
the insurgents. Will Mr. Bryan promise to 
do this in his speech of acceptance, or will 
he say that he intends to claim the right, if 
President, to decide for the Filipinos the 
sort of government they shall have and not 
to give them independence until they accept 
the government set up by him?

The money prizes 
will be large enough to attract stock grow- 
ers from all over the country, and there can 
be no doubt that under proper management 
the show may be made a success from every 
standpoint. It ie well that the location se- 
lected for the display of fat stock is at the 
Union Stock-Yards, as that will give, it is to 
be hoped, several thousand Chicago people, 
whose ideas of that part of the city have 
been derived from the “plain tales” of 
Kipling and other carping critics, a first- 
hand opportunity to see things for them- 
selves as they actually exist.

WRETCHED CROSSINGS TO GO. 

It is understood that by a recent ar- 
fangenient between the West Side Park 
board and the Union Traction company, in 
which the latter was allowed to cross cer- 
tain boulevards at new points, the company 
has agreed to put in proper shape the pave- 
ments at the various boulevard crossings 
now in existence in that division of the city 
and to maintain them in proper form here- 
after. 

The tardiness of this arrangement is its 
chief feature. Although Jackson boule- 
vard was asphalted abont four years ago, 
although more bicyclists pass over it than 
over any other thoroughfare in the city, al- 
though the crossings at Clinton, Desplaines, 
and Halsted streets—all at the trunk end of 
this much traveled avenue—have been dur- 
ing that whole period and still are in an 
intolerable, though tolerated, condition, al- 
though many of the remaining forty odd 
crossings over boulevards farther west have 
been only less ohstructive and destructive 
to wheels for years, and although the duty 
of the railway company, under the particu- 
lar ordinances involved and irrespective of 
all other considerations to keep these cross- 
ings smooth and passable, was at most open 
to technical objections only, nevertheless 
the company has refused during these years 
to perform this duty, and has used the lev- 
erage of its refusal to wrest from the board 
other and totally independent concessions. 

Every cyclist will be glad that the eross- 
ings are finally to be put in order, and will 
probably refrain from any criticism of the 
wisdom of the arrangement tinder which this 
is to be brought about. The years of need- 
less jolting which he has suffered, however; 
will certainly emphasize to his mind the 
risks connected with time grants for rights 
in the streets, and he may also ask why the 


park authorities should so long have suffered 


this practical defiance of the public without 
at least resorting to legal process to ascer- 
tain and enforce such rights as the board 
might possess in the premises. Experience 
in other cities proves that the prevailing 
hesitancy of public authorities to resort to 
the courts against obstinate corporations is 
hardly well founded. The courts in such 
instances can usually be counted upon, if 
the case is properly presented in behalf of 
the public, to protect the interests of the 
latter. Until public bodies exhaust such 
remedies they have not done all in their 
power to conserve the general welfare. 


CUBA’S EDUCATIONAL ROMANCE. 

Five United States transports bearing 
without charge 1,380 Cuban teachers to 
this country, Harvard University opening 
its gates for six weeks as host and carrying 
out in their behalf a thoroughly delightfur 
program of instruction, 
sions and social functions, a railway jour- 
ney en masse to the national capital, and a 
two-days’ stay at New York, a return by 
Me fleet of ships to Havana with a farewell 
tete at that point, and then a scattering to 
their respective homes—this is the extraor-. 
dinary series of events which is now being 
macted and which constitutes a bit of edu- 
cational, political, and social romance whol- 
ly unmatched in modern international! rela- 
tions. 

‘The plan—which is most sympathetically 
described by Mr. Sylvester Baxter in the 
current Outlook—needs only to be struck 
out thus in outline to enable one to feel not 
only how much it will mean in enlarged 


observation and mental awakening for the 


teachers concerned, but also how such a 
captivating and concerted movement will 
tend to consolidate sentiment at home, and 
will attract toward the best forms of social 
progress exemplified in this country a peo- 
ple distracted by recent strife and eagerly 
reaching after rather logsely conceived 
ideals. 

The whole enterprise, tollowing upon the 
heels of war and carried out through such 
extra conventional methods, illustrates not 
only the beneficence of constructive as op- 
posed to destructive expenditure, but like- 
wise the fulfillment by one people toward 
another ef that human duty whose demands 
may far exceed the mere establishment in 
their interest of particular political institu- 
tions. Indeed, it calls attention to the fact 
that to insure formal “ self-government ” 
to such a people might be an inadequate 
performance of those international obliga- 
tions whose object should be not political 
system but social advancement. 

The six weeks’ normal course at Har- 
yard for this contingent from the 3,500 
teachers in Cuba’s public schools is proving 
a great satisfaction to the Harvard authori- 
ties, who have raised about $70,000 in 


Boston and Cambridge to finance the under- 


taking. They have been able to put the 
university dormitories and dining-halls, as 
well as the lecture-rooms, at the disposal 
of the guests, and through local codperation 
are entertaining the visitors without charge, 
The government transports are also pro- 
vided free, and the projected trip two 
weeks hence to Washington, with possibly 
a detour to Niagara Falls, is apparently to 
be provided gratis. : 


The spirit dominating the present con- 


structive administration of the Cuban 
school system is indicated not only by the 
relinquishment of salary by Superintend- 
ent Frye—who happens to have an inde- 
pendent income—but by the contribution 
of the entire support for the system from the 
island Treasury, that is, from import du- 
ties. During the last winter over $500,000 
was expended for school furniture, $160,000 
for other supplies, $1,200,000 for rents and 
teachers’ salaries—the latter ranging from 
$30 to $60 per month—and these sums all 
came from the same source. In that period, 
too, the number of schools practically 
trebled, so that there were 130,000 children 
in attendance during the latter part of the 
year. There is in the management a devo- 
tion to results which in some ‘cases, at 
least, belittles the desire for personal gain 
and which prevents their postponement | 
until some consistent system of local taxa- 
tion can be elaborated. | 

Peculiar importance attaches to this lib- 
eral procedure in view of the fact that the 
Catholic Church has never established a 
parochial system of schools in Cuba, and 
that the field is, therefore, entirely open for 
a public system of education of the most 
complete and comprehensive sort. 7 

While this system is at the present mo- 
ment in a most crude and primitive shape 
the island for one thing being absolutely 
destitute of school buildings erected as such, 
and schools being, in fact, held for the most 
part in rented dwelling-houses—there is 
not only cause for congratulation in the

AME ’S DUTY IN CHINA. 

The 2 of the North Ameri- 

cin Heview contains a noteworthy group of 


the various phases discussed none is more 
important than that of the duty of the 
United States in China as viewed by John 
Barrett, former Minister to Siam. In one of 


cants upon the need of the United States 
to join in the plunder and seize a “ sphere 
of influence in China, but Mr. Barrett ut- 
ters a firm negative to that idea. He shows 
with admirable logic and force that Amer- 
ica’s supreme opportunity lies in the fact 
of its disifterestedness, and that the least 
wavering from this high moral position 
would destroy the unique and remarkable 
advantage which we how hold. 

Another of these contributors—George B. 
Smyth, President of the Anglo-Chinese Col- 
lege at Foo Chow—analyzes the causes of 
the present outbreak of anti-foreign feeling 
in China, and he shows that not a little of it 
is due to acts of aggression or brutality on 
the part of European nations. Whatever 
the outrages committed by the Chinese, this 
fact must not be forgotten in the final reck- 
oning. The United States alone of the great 
powers of the world has not contributed to 
this provocation, and it alone is free from 
the jealousy of other nations and is regard- 


selves. If wecontinne to maintain the same 
dignified and disinterested attitude we may 
find ourselves in a position practically to 
dictate the terms of peace and settlement at 
the close of the war. 
Mr. Barrett is right when he says that 
America has everything to lose and nothing 
to gain by a divided China; it has everything 
to gain and nothing to lose by Chinese in- 
tegrity. The open door is the only material 
advantage desired by us in China, but of this 
we must make doubly sure. Mr. Barrett 
believes this issne to be far more moment- 
ous than any in the Philippines, and our 
presence in the Philippines has enabled us 
to handle the matter with an ability and a 
grasp not otherwise possible. Under other 
conditions we should have been entirely de- 
pendent upon other powers, and possibly 
treated by them with patronizing indiffer- 
ence, instead of holding the key to the sit- 
uation as we do. | 
Through the wise statesmanship of Presi- 


stand sponsor for the open door, and we 
have the confidence of Europe, the trust of 
Japan, and the respect of China. Nothing 
must tempt us at this hour into an equivo- 
cal position. Mr. Barrett would even 
formulate a “McKinley doctrine” for 
China, modeled on the Monroe doctrine for 
America, which should mean that “ Amer- 
ica shall stand with all its legitimate moral 
influence to prevent any power whatsoever, 
monarchical or republican, from acquiring 
sovereignty over any extended part of the 
present unpartitioned area.“ While this 
may be regarded as somewhat fanciful, it is 
of interest in connection with the writer's 
deliberate assertion that no power will in- 
sist to the limit of force upon the division 
of China if America protests with all its 
moral resources against division. 

On this basis Mr. Barrett has formulated 
a “Chinese platform that will meet the 
approval of the overwhelming majority of 
Americans. It holds that the United States 
desires no part of China, that this nation 
will use all its moral force to oppose any 
partition of China among foreign. powers, 
that it insists on the open door, and that, if 


evitable, we should demand a guarantee of 
the open door principle throughout the em- 
pire by formal and binding convention. 
Finally, Mr: Barrett urges that the United 
States, acting in charity and equity, and 
in no spirit of vengeance, should take the 
lead in prescribing just punishment and in- 
demnity for loss of life and property at the 


government in such a way as to “ win the 
lasting gratitude of the countless blameless 
Chinese, and make them forever our dis- 
ciples in moral and material progress.“ Both 
in its spirit and in its sanity and breadth of 
view Mr. Barrett's article is thoroughly 
commendable. 


PLEASING CHICAGO 
None of the defenders of Chicago who 
find in this city ample gratification for his 
love of beauty has ever done justice to one 
of Chicago's growing charms—its vines. 
It is generally believed that a Chicagoan is 
too nomadic to cultivate vines, that before 
the tendrils have had time to appear he has 
uprooted the vine of his affection and hag 
betaken himself to the place where tendrils 
of any kind do not flourish—a flat. But one 
has only to take a walk along some of the 
old residence streets of the city to come 
upon houses that are completely hidden be- 
hind green screens, and doors and windows 
that are outlined by the greenest and most 
graceful of frames. These climbers give 
an air of stability and picturesqueness to a 
place, and vine-lovers declare that there is 
infinite variety and charm in watching the 
growth of stich runners. | 
There are vines that are peculiar to cer- 
tain places. A classic climber has come to 
be known as the Boston ivy, while an ivy 
of another kind always suggests English 
ruins. Perhaps the defamers of the city 
if asked to name a vine most typical of 
Chicago would choose the wild cucumber. 
It has a certain crude strength and a vulgar 
“eagerness to get ahead that is supposed to 
be characteristic of this city, but. which, 
after all, is commendable both in vines and 
in cities. In the future Chicago must be 
looked upon as a vineclad bower, and it 
would be well for coming portrayers of the 
city’s growth ta mention these clinging 
qualities.

LLOYD J. SMITH. 

The Cook County grand jury has re- 
turned half a dosen indietnients against 
Lloyd J. Smith for allowing grain to be 
shipped from an elevator of which he had 
charge without the cancellation of-the ware- 
house receipts. If Mr. Smith were out of 
politics this action of the grand jury would 
be of special interest to few beside Mr.

Rosa Bon- 
heur, the painter, likewise possessed the or- 
der, and so, too, did the late Mme. Heine, 
whose charities were on a colossal scale, 
and to whom the French nation is indebted 
for the foundation and endowment of nu- 
merous philanthropic institutions. Several 
women, too, among them half a dozen sis- 
ters of mercy, wear the cross for acts of 
heroism on the battlefield, either during the 


war of 1870 or in some of France's subse- 


quent campaigns. 
But the French government is chary about 
giving this order to women. There are few 
rich and enterprising women in France who 
do not aspire to obtain it, and who have not 
devoted influence and money for philan- 
thropic purposes to secure it. Their failure 
bodes ill for Mrs. Potter Palmer.

ROM the Bowen-Merrill company of 
Indianapolis there comes a valuable 
compilation of all the more important 
passages in Jefferson's public and pri- 
vate utterances. It is the work of 8. N. 
Forman and eis entitled The Life and Writ- 
ings of Thomas Jefferson.” The quotations 
are well classified for easy reference, and the 
book should be useful for the purposes of the 
student and the statesman alike. The story 
of Jefferson's career is presented in the first 
182 pages of the book. The remainder of the 
volume is taken up with paragraph selec- 
tions from his writings arranged under ap- 
propriate heads. 

While some of Jefferson's ideas were im- 
practical or erratic, nane of the founders of 
the republic showed greater genius or origin- 
ality, or greater mastery of language. How 
such men as Washington, Jefferson, Frank- 
lin, and Madison came by their consummate 
literary distinetion—the power to see the 
most vital truths and to utter them in the 
simplest and most luminous words—will al- 
ways be matter for wonder. Jefferson is in 
his way as quotable as almost any great poet 
or essayist in English literature. For its 
purpose the present volume cannot be too 
warmly commended. In turning over its 
pages one comes across hundreds of solid and 
shining utterances which, tf there were 
space, one would like to reproduce here. 

Jefferson was an enthusiast on the educa- 

tion ot the people. One can easily imagine 
him throwing himself into the work of pro- 


‘viding a thoroughly comprehensive system 


of education for our new tropical possessions 
if he were alive today. As early as 1706 he 
wrote: “In truth, if anything could ever 
induce me to sleep another night outside of 
my own house it would have been my 101 
tude for the education of our youth.” In 
1817, writing to George Ticknor, he said: 
am now entirely absorbed in endeavor- 
ing to effect the establishment of a general 
system of education in my native State — 
on the triple basis of elementary schools, 
local colleges, and a university. e wanted 
to give every citizen free education in read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, and geography. 
While all this sounds commonplace now, it 
was far from being so then. Even in Eng- 
land it was not until as late as 1870 that the 
national government began to be really 


matters. 
Though not always consistent, Jefferson 


was not frightened at the bogy of expansion. 


he wrote to Dr. Priestley in 1804: The de- 
nouement has been happy, and I confess [ 
look upon this duplication of area for the 
extending of a government so free and 
economical as ours as a great achievement 
to the mass of happiness that is to ensue.” 
He had nothing of the little American about 
him. Such a territorial expansion as in our 
day, in the words of President MeKinley, 
means “the emancipation of 10,000,000 of 
people from the Spanish imperialism,” would 
have seemed to him a most beneficent and 
inspiring achievement—a happy duplication 
of the area of freedom, good government, 
and popular education. I have but one sys- 
tem of ethics for men and nations.“ he said, 
to be grateful, to be faithful to all engage- 


ments, and under all circumstances to be 


open and generous.”

George H. Maxwell of the National Irri- 
gation association addressed the federation 
with reference to the purposes of the asso- 
ciation in its labors to secure government 
aid in reclaiming the arid lands of the West.

Granite Cutters Indorse Scale. 


The long pending trouble over the granite 
cutting work on the new Chicago postoffice 
building has been practically settled, as, 
according to advices from New York, an 
agreement was entered into a few days ago 
in that city between John Peirce, contractor 
for the granite’ work on the building, and 
the International Granite Cutters’ union 
by which the Peirce quarry at Mount Walso, 
Me., is to be unionized, as well as the quarry 
in New York State. In addition, eight hours 
are to constitute a day's work and all granite 
cutting on the postoffice is to be done by the 
day wherever it may be performed. In Chi- 
ago $3.60 is to be the minimum rate of 
wages, $4 for outside work, and $4.50 for 
carvers.
